Board of Education. 

We most heartily commend the excellent work for higher 
Christian education which is being accomplished for the Church 
through the Board of education. We especially approve of the 
emphasis laid upon educational excellence and genuine spiritual- 
ity as the true ideal for our schools. We note with satisfaction 
the report of special gifts to the Board of Education, and unre- 
servedly commend it to the benevolence of our people, particular- 
ly those who are able to make large gifts. 

We urge that Children's Day be observed and a collection taken 
in every charge according to the Discipline. 

We commend the officers ofthe Board for their energy in col- 
lecting loans, and we urge all beneficiaries within our own Confer- 
ence to make as prompt payment as possible. We commend the 
Christian Student and the Cokesbury Guild to all our people. We 
are especially pleased that the Board of Education proposes to 
celebrate the bicentenary of John Wesley's birth, and we promise 
our own hearty cooperation. 

Freedmen's Aid and Southern Education Society and Education 

We are glad to report an increasing interest in the work of 
this Society. The fears of some that our friends were losing their 
interest in us have been happily dissappointed. 

In proof of this we note that the collections the first year, ad- 
vanced from $91,000 to $105,000 being the largest collection since 
1894. Beside this advance there has been a decrease in the debt 
of $25,000 and more than 50,000 was given to special building and 
other enterprises of the church 

We fear there will be a little falling off in our collections this 
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year a fatt we deeply regret. We recommend that the Presiding 
Elders apportion $2000 among the charges, and that this be care- 
fully done, specially considering the ability of each charge, and 
that we pledge ourselves to put forth every effort to raise the 
amount in full. Some providential hindrances will cause failure 
here and there, but the total collection ought to reach at least 
$1,500. 

Gammon Theological Seminary. 

We are more and more impressed with the providential mis- 
sion of this school of the prophets among our people. The respon- 
sibility of leadership is upon us whether we will or not. The call 
is to immediate preparation for this God given work. The com- 
modious buildings ; the large and valuable library ; the purpose of 
the Society to spare no expense to provide a Faculty thoroughly 
fitted for their work ; all call upon our young men to avail thenn 
selves of a course in the Seminary. We recommend our Presiding 
Elders, and those at the head of our schools, to seek out young 
men of gifts, grace and usefulness, who they believe are called of 
God to the ministry and strongly impress upon them the duty of 
making thorough 'preparation before applying for admission to 
the conference. 

New Orleans University. 

New Orleans University is in the midst of a very successful 
year. The attendance is large, the order excellent and the work 
is of an unusually high .order. We rejoice in the fact that the 
school has been visited with a gracious revival. While something 
is being done to complete the Annex, much more should be done. 
It is high time that the members of the conference took hold 
of this matter in earnest. 

Most of our churches could do something, and many could 
do a great deal toward completing this building. We 
have heard with pleasure that steps are being taken toward re- 
establishing Peck Home, and hope that the necessary arrange- 
ments will "be completed before the opening of the next session. 

We would urge all the members of the conference to loyally 
support this school and to co-operate with the president in every 
possible way. 

ACADEMIES. 

After hearing general representations from the several Acad- 
emies that have been established in the Conference as feeders to 
our University, and from other points where such schools are 
greatly desired, we are unanimous in the belief that this feature 
of our work demands careful and wise consideration. We recom 
mend that the Trustees of N. O . University to whom authority is 
given by the University Charter, confer with the F. A. and S. E. 
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Society and settle upon some well defined policy which shall apply 
to all schools now in operation or which shall be established before 
any publication be made by them as having any relation to our 
Eudcational work. 

Report of the committee on Gilbert Industrial College. 

Natchitoches, La., January 29, 1903. 

The work so nobly begun by that faithful man, the scholar 
and christian gentleman, W. D. Grodman, D. D., President Em- 
eritus, is growing more and more toward the object of its estab- 
lishment. 

The great need of such a school, situated as it is in the richest 
sugar, rice and lumber district in the state, is evident when we 
see around us the vast numbers of colored youths desirous of ob- 
taining an education. 

The session of 1902-03 opened with an attendance increased by 
fifteen per cent over that of last year, and promises to be one of 
the best in point of attendance and efficiency of work done. 

During the past summer, eight of the students were employed 
on the ground in the departments of agriculture, carpentry, poul- 
try raising and dairying. Much fruit, figs and pears were pre- 
served and stored away. A good class in carpentry was kept con- 
tinually busy on the new building an annex, and their work shows 
most creditably for itself. The new dormitory is 109x47 and is 
three stories in height. The annex 26x30 and two stories in 
height, chiefly by student labor the work was brought to that 
state of completion in which the first and second floors could be 
partly occupied at the opening session. 

Along which the literary and industrial training, christian 
principles are inculcated and throughout the session spiritual 
work is kept alive, by which many young people are led to the 
saving knowledge of Christ Jesus. 

Among the students are many who are heroically struggling 
against great obstacles in the form of lack of means and opportu- 
nities in early youth, yet they work cheerfully on making the 
most of their present opportunities. As teachers, servants, labor- 
ers, wherever they are employed, they acquit themselves faithful- 
ly and rank among the best. They are distinguished by their 
habits of temperance and moral virtues. 

Valuable fruit trees, choice shruberies and beautiful flower 
plants have been added to our orchard and flower garden. The 
neutral ground between Gilbert Hall and the new building in 
front of the Recitation Hall, is being graded and the walks will be 
shelled ; when the plot is completed it will be dedicated to and 
named for memory of its founder, Pres. W. D. Grodman, A.M. D. D. 

The work of improving the old buildings, roads, fences and 
the place generally is being done as far as means at command will 
permit. The machinist has just completed his contract in the 
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Industrial Building. Wheels, pulleys and belts are in evidence 
steam is now the motive power of printing press 

Besides the $420.00 Chandler and Price printing press, the 
gift of Mrs. Sarah E.Barney of Farmington, Conn, already re- 
ported, the printing office has been recently supplied with other 
needed material including a first-class paper cutter (also the gift 
of Mrs. Barney) thus giving this school one of the best equipped 
job offices m the state. 

This report cannot be properly closed without again express- 
ing the love and gratitude of this conference foi the^ Rev. VV. D. 
Godman, D. D., the nestor of educators in our Freedman's Aid 
work in Louisiana, who has so faithfully labored for the education 
and the industrial traing of our people. In spite of his shattered 
physical health his mighty intelleet is still contributing to the 
advancement of the kingdom of Christ and the uplift of humanity.
